Water  Supply e, 

The  parish  of  North  Claines  and  parts  of  St, Mart  in  County, 
Warndon  and  -^indlip  are  supplied  by  water  purchased  by  the 
Council  in  bulk  from  the  County  ?o rough  of  Worcester  and 
distributed  through  the  Council's  mains. 

The  number  of  properties  so  served  is  4^'1»  booster  plant 

is  employed  to  supply  the  village  of  Fernhill  Heath  and  this 
continued  to  function  efficiently  during  the  year. 

The  parishes  of  Dodderhill,  Upton  Warren  a.nd  part  of  the 
parish  of  Hadzoi  are  supieiied  from  the  mains  of  the  Fast 
Worcestershire  ’-'Tterworks  Company,  a.s  they  lie  within  the 
statutory  limits  of  the  Company’s  area  of  supply. 

The  number  of  properties  so  served  is  280, 

Sixty  properties  ■'.vithin  the  parish,  of  Hsrtlebury  are  served 
with  piped  water  from  a borehole  in  private  ownership. 

This  SU-DP137’  again  proved  to  be  adeouate  during  the  year. 

A small  nunf'er  of  properti'^s  in  the  Summerfield  area  of  the 
^■^artle'-.ury  parish  are  served  from  the  Kidderminster  mains. 

Apart  from  those  parishes  mentioned  above,  the  remainder  of  the 
rural  district  derives  its  water  supply  mainly  from  sj^allow 
wells.  Wee.  jf  the  Doverd.ale  fault  and  in  an  area  amounting 
to  awproximwt ely  one  third  of  the  district  these  are  sunk  into 
the  Keuper  sa.nd stone  a.nd  gonera.lly  the  supply  has  been  adequate. 
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East  of  the  Doverclale  fault  the  wells  are  sunk  into  the 
ox’Tjr  layiiif^  marl  and  at  the  extreme  south  east  of  the 
district  into  the  lias. 

In  these  areas  the  supiDl3^  is  capricious  hoth  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

The  position  in  Crowle  and  Hanhury  in  pa.rticular  causes 
anxiety. 

Drrainao^e  Sewera2:e„ 

The  Councilfs  Consulting  Engineer  was  engaged  during  the 
year  on  preparing  pl^ns  for  the  most  urgent  sewerage  problems 
of  the  district,  namely  the  villages  of  Hartlebury,  Ombersley, 
Crowle  and  Wych'-'cldo 

Numerous  comnlaints  are  beiny  received  about  ca.ses  of 
overcrowding  a,nd.  insanitary  houses  in  the  district  and  it  is 
hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  deal  with  these  satisfactorily 
as  the  building  of  now  '-iwellinvc  proceeds. 

Exact  figures  with  reg:ard,  to  overcrowd.ing  a.re  not  available 
o,t  present,  but  the  survey  of  all  houses  in  the  district,  below 
a rateable  va.lue  of  £E6  which  was  benun  in  1945 
continued  "■‘’urine  'Ghe  year  a.nd  the  results  of  this  survey 

are  known  it  is  hoped  that  much  raluai-'le  information  about 
the  housing  ooi:''itiGns  in  the  district  ?Jill  be  available,

I bee  to  submit  n report  u-oon  the  work  of  your  Sanitary 
Inspector  Surveyor’ s Department  for  the  year  ended  "^Ist  December 

1946. 

The  work  of  th'?  Department  curin'^;  the  year  was  mo.inly 
concentrated  on  housing.  The  'housing  Survey  was  well  in  hand 
and  75'?^  of  it  completed.  By  the  end  of  the  year  2 council  houses 
had  been  completed,  4o  houses  were  under  construction  and  a contract 
for  the  erection  of  10  houses  at  Dilmo^^e  Avenue,  Fernhill  Heath  had 
been  settled.  Sites  were  being  acquired  at  Wychbold,  H^rtlebury 
and  Tibberton, 


The  Council  had  decided  to  prepare  detailed  sewerage  schemes 
for  the  parishes  of  *^rowle,  Ombersley,  Hartlebury  and  Dod.derhill 
following  a general  report  upon  the  necessity  for  seweracce  schemes 
for  the  district. 

Investigations  into  the  loossibilit ies  of  piped  water  supplies 
were  undertaken,  but  progress  in  this  matter  was  slow. 

On  the  whole,  the  period  under  review  was  one  of  heavy 
pressure  of  work  and  I was  vlad  to  have  the  services  of 
Mr,  D,  Ct,  Ca.rter  who  was  aiopointed  to  the  staff  on  July  8th,  194^»

5#  Duriiif-?  t'le  year  the  arrangetaeiit  whereby  the  services  of  the 
Rat  Catcher  ennoloyed  by  the  Sromsg'rove  ¥*D*C.  , were  available 
to  the  Council  was  continued; 

Three  infestations  occur inn^:  on  private  b?f6perties  werd  dealt 
with  in  ad.dition  to  the  surveying  and  treating  of  the  Council’s 
refuse  tips,  sewa.ge  disposal  works  and  sewerage  systems. 

The  Rousing  Inspectors  again  recorded  ra.t  infestations 
discovered  in  the  course  of  the  housing  survey* 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  Brornsgrove  U,D,C,,  found  it 
impossible  to  spare  their  operator  and  as  a result  it  was  not 
possible  to  d.eal  with  all  the  infestations. 

To  overcome  the  difficulty  one  of  the  Rousing  Inspectors  was 
aiopointed  part  time  Rat  Catcher,  to  become  full-time  on 
completion  of  the  "''■housing  Surve3/’, 

The  County  War  Agricultutal  Executive  Committee  co-operated 
with  the  Council’s  operator  '‘oj  dealing  with  the  fields 

adjoining  the  tips  while  treatment  was  being  carried  out. 

River  Pollution. 

C o-operat  ion  with  the  County  Council  in  preventing  the  pollution 
of  streams  was  maintained  during  the  year  and  two  c'^ses  were 
dealt  with.

7,  Housing  Survey 3 

In  common  with  all  rural  d ist ricts  throughout  the  country  and  in 
order  to  implement  the  recommendations  of  the  Robhouse  Report 
on  Rural  Wousing  a s^T-stematic  survey  of  all  houses  in  the 
district  below  a rateable  value  of  £2o  was  continued,  during  the 
year, 

Briefl^r,  the  object  of  the  survey  is  to  ascertain  the  state  of 
repair  of  the  houses  in  rural  districts  and  the  houses  upon 
inspection  are  fitted  in  these  c'^tegories 
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■ houses  fit  in  all  respects, 

■ houses  requiring  minor  repo,irs, 
houses  requiring  structural  alterations, 
unfit  houses  beyond  repair  at  a reasonable 
cost , 

Special  note  is  made  of  overcrowded  houses  and  houses  suitable 
for  reconditioning  with  the  aid  of  a grant  under  the  former 
Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts. 

When  the  survey  is  complete  it  will  reveal  the  number  of  new 
houses  necessary  to  replace  those  beyond  repair  and  the  amount 
of  repair  work  required  to  bring  the  other  houses  to  a 
sat  isfactory  coiidit  ion. 

In  addition,  a complete  record  of  the  accommodation,  amenities 
and  state  of  reuair  of  all  working  class  property  in  the  rural 
district  will  be  available  for  the  first  time.

A consic! er'^.iile  amount  of  time  was  q.ccain  given  up  during  the 
year  to  sifting  information  to  assist  the  Council’s  consulting 
engineer  in  preparing  c'etailed  schemes  for  sewering  the  village 
area  of  ^'rowle,  ‘^Tychhold,  Ombersley  and  Hartlebury, 
l6.  Sewerage  systems  exist  in  the  na.rishes  of  North  Claines, 
Ombersley,  Hartlebury  and  Doc^derhill,  but  treatment  is 
unc'ertaken  only  in  the  case  of  ^""orth  Claines,  where  a modern 
sewage  fiipcGal  plant  was  laid  down  in  1938. 
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Satisfactory  effluents  were  obtained  during  tbe  year. 

The  Ombersley  system,  constructed  in  1900,  is  in  excellent 
condition,  but  provision  for  proper  treatment  is  an  urgent 
necessity. 

The  Sartlebury  system  is  a piece-meal  affair  and  a comprehensive 
scheme  is  long  overdue.  The  latter  remarks  apply  in  the  parishes 
of  Dodderhill  and  Orowle, 

17,  Cleansing  and  general  maintenance  was  undertaken  at  the  many 
small  sewage  installations  in  the  district.  The  one  situated 
at  Waresley  was  a constant  source  of  trouble  and  extensive 
reconstruction  is  necessary  before  a satisfactory  effluent  can 
be  expected.
